cu m u lated stores of wheat. 
Throu ghou t the en­ 
tire belt produ cing w inter w heat, howev er, from 
Texas to the Oakotas, conditions are described 
as the poorest in fifty years, and the same lack 
of m oistu re prev ails in those regions w here seed­ 
ing takes place in the spring.
